April j j .—A budget for tne Univer­ 
sity of California for the year begin­ 
ning July I, 1912, was 
adopted 
by 
the Board of Regents at their April 
meeting. 
It provides for the educa­ 
tion of the 6724 students of the Uni­ 
versity—a registration 
exceeded by 
only one other American university— 
Columbia. 
While Columbia 
has an 
income of over three millions a year, 
the University of California income 
is estimated, for the next 
year, 
at 
61,710,695.05, and this much provide 
for building operations, the Lick Ob­ 
servatory, the University 
Farm 
at 
Davis, the farm ers’ Institutes and all 
the varied agricultural and scientific 
work of the University, as well as 
for teaching the thousands 
of stu­ 
dents at Berkeley. 
From the state comes a little less 
than two-thirds of the 
University’s 
income. 
This Includes 
$106,000 re­ 
stricted to use for 
building 
opera­ 
tions and for 
agricultural 
Instruc­ 
tion and research and $722,000 avail­ 
able for general University purposes. 
The United States provides $80,000, 
mostly for agriculture. 
From income 
on endowment, founded 
partly 
by 
tho national government and partly 
by private gift, comes $200,000. Gifts 
already promised, to be used for cur­ 
rent purposes, will bring in $47,000. 
From sales of agricultural produce at 
the University Farm, 
sales 
of 
the 
creamery there, and sales of experi­ 
ment stations at Berkeley, W hittier,
